_ SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


FOR AUTHORITY 


HE Hebrew word = shofet, 
which provides the title of 
this week’s Torah reading 
means a judge, and was the designa- 
tion given to a recognised leader 
of the people in the period follow- 
ing the death of Moses. ) 
Strangely enough that generation 
which lived in the period of the 
was anything but law- 


abiding. The. Bible explicitly 


describes the age as one of lawless- 


ness and pointedly remarks :-“ In 
those days there was no king in 
Israel. Each man did that which 
was right in his own eyes.” , 
This question of the disciplined 
acceptance of authority has been a 
constant problem in Jewish life. 
That the rabbis of old recognised 
the pernicious effect of quarrelsome- 
ness and communal disunity is clear 
from some of their harsh assess- 
ments of Jewish society in the last. 
days, of. the second Jewish State. 
The. Temple and the Jewish State 


_were destroyed, they tell us, because 


of causeless hatred and fratricidal 
struggle, which reduced the morale 


of the people and. so weakened — 


them that the enemy: was able to 
march in and take over control of 


the country.

To say this, ‘however, places a 
very special responsibility upon the 
rabbis and interpreters: of the law,

Heirs to be Compensated

BERLIN 
In a new decision concerning resti- 
tution of former Jewish properties 
seized by the Nazi authorities, the 
International Supreme Restitution 
Court at West Berlin has ruled that 
“even heirs who are not immediately 
involved” may be liable to restitu- 


tion up toa certain extent. 


According to current regulations 
the liability to restitution was limited 
to persons who had held control over 
or owned the properties concerned. 

This rule is now. extended, since 
the Restitution Court stipulated that 
the heirs of the former legal owners 
of the properties concerned may also 
be liable to restitution even if they 
were never owners. Restitution in such 
cases should, however, be limited to 
the inherited estate. 


A restitution claim should not be 


turned down on the grounds that the 
former owner of the property. con- 
cerned had died and left his estate 
to someone else, but, likewise, it 
would also. be unjust if the entire 
property. of an heir were regarded as 
an additional security and used for 
restitution purposes, the Supreme 
Court ruled,

Court at West Berlin has ruled that 
“even heirs who are ‘not immediately

According to current regulations 
the liability to restitution was limited 
to persons who had held control over 
or owned the properties concerned. 

This. rule is now. extended, since

of “strengthening and fostering 
relations with the Arab- States,” 
particularly the U.A.R., and-to that 
end the withdrawal of the accredi- 
tation to Israel of the Ceylonese 
Ambassador in Rome js. being 
actively considered. This a 
craven concession. to. pres- 
sure, which will damage Ceylon’s 
reputation abroad no less than ‘her 
interference with Press freedoms 
has already done. No self-respect- 
ing sovereign State allows a third 


party to dictate its. relations with 
Other States, as the Arabs have. 
been shown quite firmly by a 


number of statesmen, mecluding 
‘Chancellor Adenauer, the Shah of 
Persia, and only a few days ago by 


Archbishop. Makarios. 


The. - Ceylon 
motivations appear to be = mixed, 
Arab threats to boycott Ceylonese 
tea if Ceylon continued to maintain 
active. relations with Israel have 
been made, but mature reflection 
should have shown. the emptiness 
of the threat.

JOURNALISTS’ UNION 


For the past few months Jewish 
journalists in many countries have 
been considering proposals for the 
formation of a World Union of 
Jewish Journalists. The initiative 
for this long-overdue project came 
from the Diaspora, and the organi- 
sation. representing the Israeli 
journalists, after some initial hesi- 
tancy, is now not only supporting 


the venture but anxious to assume: 


control. The Union. would, of 
course, act as a useful link between 
the many people (estimated at well 
over 6,000) engaged in the produc- 
tion of some 1,300 Jewish news- 
papers published “throughout the 
world. Although its constitution 
has not yet been formulated, a 
world union of this kind would 
undoubtedly also have other 
important objectives. It could, for 
example, encourage high  profes- 
sional standards in Jewish journa-

research centre. The need for such 
an international organisation has 
been apparent for a long time, and, 
indeed, was first mooted at the end 
of the last century.

MEAT CONTROVERSY 


Sirn,--The letter from Mr. S. Boxer, 
President of the London Shechita 
Board, must leave some wrong 
impressions in the minds of your

From 1929 to 1931 Namier was 
Political Secretary of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine and worked in 
close collaboration with Dr. Weiz- 
mann. It was a treublous stage of 
the Zionist Movement and covered 
the period of the Labour Govern- 
ment’s. notorious Passfield Paper. 
Namicr paid many: visits to British-

did not revisit the country till 1958 
when he wrote enthusiastically of the 
achievements of the Jewish State. 

In 1938 Namier was appointed as 
political adviser to the Jewish Agency 
Executive in London. the members of 
which consisted of Dr. Weizmann, 
the President, and Professor S. 
Brodetsky. He served in this capa- 
city. throughout the war. In_ the 
autumn of 1945 Namier left the 
Zionist citadel at Great Russell Street 
to return to Manchester University 
which. had. generously granted him 
leave of absence. 

He remained a. devoted Zionist, 
Again, of his - Jewishness. he said: 

‘Although |-imagine my mind must 
be Jewish I can«detect no conscious 
connection between my  Jewishness 
and my. work.” He said that he had 
no... objection to individual 
assimilating, “as long as it can. be 
done in perfect honour.”

Discoveries 


AMMAN 
Discoveries ranging from 4.000 to 
atthe site of the Brbtical 
city of Shechem, now called Nablus, 
were described here by Dr. Awni 
Dajani, Director of the -Jordan 
Department of Antiquities, on 
completion of the third season of 
excavations by an Amierican-spon- 


gored archeological expedition. 


The 30-membeéer team, ffom the 
United States, Europe, and. Jordan, 
onder Professor G. Wright, of Har- 
vard University, intends to resume 


work at the site in the summer of 


1962. 


Their discov eries ‘this year included 


prehistoric camp’ stores, houses. . city 
fortifications, temples, and palaces, 
.Dr. Dajani said. 


He said that around 1750 #.ce.. 


a palace was erected inside a walled 


enclosure at the highest point: of a 


mound; streets paved with cobble 
stones ran along the palace’s east 
wall and there was an efficient 
Grainage system.

AMERICAN 
Right to Advocate Murder

| New York 
Thirteen lawyers were present on 
Wednesday in the New York State 
Supreme Court in connection with the 
claim of George Lincoln Rockwell, 
head of the American Nazi. Party, 
to the right to advocate publicly the 


extermination of the Jews. Twelve of — 


the lawyers were opposed to Rockwell 
being granted this. right, while the 
remaining one—counsel for the 
American Civil Liberties Union, Mr. 
Redfield—argued on his behalf. 

Mr. Redfield, who dissociated him- 
self from Rockwell's philosophy and 
programme, said he was defending 
Rockwell's right under the constitu- 
tion to exercise free speech. 

The Union is seeking in this action 
to compel the New York Park Com- 
missioner to grant Rockwell a permit 
to speak in an area under the Com- 
missioner’s jurisdiction, 

Mr. Redfield argued that the Cott. 
missioner had no right. to bar Rock- 


well from holding a rally. ‘This 
constituted “prior restraint,” which 
disallows an -abridgment of free
